(compared to Bisecting Angle technique) 
1. Images distorted 
2. Harder to position beam 


3. Film less stable 


Bisecting Angle Technique 
ADVANTAGES 


(compared to Paralleling technique) 
1. More comfortable 
2. No anatomical restrictions 


3. Film holder not essential

2 Shallow palate/palatal torus 
2 Shallow/tender floor of mouth 
2 Short lingual frenum
